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Worthy of the Occasion 


T T was a painful contrast at the 
United Nations yesterday. On the 
one hand Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
apoke for the West in a powerful 
plea worthy of the occasion and of 
the dignity of the world organization. 
On the other Premier Khrushchev 
behaved like a ham actor and spoiled 
brat in his angry outburst following 
the speech of Mr. Dag Hammars- 
kiold. 

Were it not that he is the bully- 
boy leader of one of the world’s chief 
protagonists Mr. Khrushchev would 
have no right in UN company. As 
an individual he does not belong in 
the category of responsible states¬ 
men 

Mr. Diefenbaker rightly casti¬ 
gated the “cynicism** of Soviet lead¬ 
ership in the realm of disarmament 
and ckme strongly to the defence of 
the UN secretary-general in dismiss¬ 
ing the Khrushchev proposal for a 
Soviet-styled UN secreUriat as “ab¬ 
surd**. No one, either East or West, 
can view the latter as other than an 
open-faced attempt to bring the UN 
under Soviet dominance. 

For Mr. Khrushchev it is a case 
of “either play the game my way or 
I don*t pUy at aU,’* an alarming aen- 
timent to be voiced In a gathering 
of the world’s responsible statesmen. 

Prime Minister Dlefenbaker’s 
earnest plea for a return to negotia¬ 
tion as the only means of settling 


international difficulties and his 
broad ofter of Canadian aid to native 
and under-developed peoples was un¬ 
derlined with solemnity when he con¬ 
cluded “Let us not leave this place 
without some hope for mankind. . . 
This could be our last chance.’* 

So^t could be, if the Khrushchev 
attitudes are any criterion, and Mr. 
Diefenbaker*! words must have 
found echo in the hearts of most of 
his liirteners. 

The prime minister spoke for 
mankind when he renewed Canada’s 
call for an end to nuclear arms and 
appesied for the only kind of disarm¬ 
ament that would bring surcease to 
the world’s fears. His repeated offer 
to Russia, a direct challenge to the 
Soviet premier sitting near him, to 
open Canadian Arctic territory to 
Soviet inspection in retuim for a 
similar concession on Russia’s part, 
was proof of the sincerity with which 
this country regards its obligations 
towards peace. 

Mr. Diefenbaker was the ipokes- 
man of the West yesterday, and he 
upheld the quaUty which marks real 
statesmen faced with a world crisis. 
In his defence of the UN and his 
humanitarian outlook towards the 
needs of the under-privileged he set 
forth the only course by which na¬ 
tions might proceed in harmony 
towards the goal of peace and justice 
to all 


Dr. Nkrumah’s Plan 




A * might be expected. Prime Min- 
^ later Nknimah of Ghana has al¬ 
lied himself with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev’s views on Africa in an 
obvious attempt to increase his own 
personal sphm of influence over the 
mwly Independent states. 

iJnlf^ himself up solidly behind 
the lUMsian demand that colonial 
powers get out of Africa, Dr. Nkru- 
mah renewed his attack on the make¬ 
up of the UN Congo force. He has 
called for the immediate withdrawal 
of all white troops in the force and 
the adoption of a proposal that Afri¬ 
can nations only be employed in 
briiR^ing about law and order in the 
■trtfe-tom country. 

This apartheid-ln-reverse policy 
would suit Dr. Nkrumah’s ill-con- 
cealed hope of bringing about a 
united bloc of African nations under 
his leAdership. In his claim that Afri¬ 


can countries are capable of handling 
the Congo affair by themselves is 
biiried the fact that of aU the Wack 
nations south of the Sahara, only 
Ghana has an efficient fighting force. 

The Ghana troops are well 
equipped and supgrbly trained. In 
two world wars as British Colonial 
troops they have distinguished them¬ 
selves as members of the Royal West 
Africa Frontier Force and the Gold 
Coast Regiment. That their effective¬ 
ness has not diminished in any way 
since those days is evidenced by their 
recent faultless conduct in the Congo. 

If Dr. Nknimah makes his point 
stick, the Congo will be forced into 
a position of subeervienoe to Ghana 
with Uttle or no hope of ever gaining 
complete Indepandr w for its own 
people. Woraa itil through Dr. 
Nkrumah’s affinity .vRh^the Soviet 
Union, Communtom would be given 
a soUd foothold in Central Africa. 


Let Someone Else Look 


AS always in recent years, the 
^ problem of education finance 
took leading place in discussions of 
the Union of B.C Municipalities at 
the convention in New Westminster 
last week. ’Though the subject was 
debated at great length, the upshot 
ol this phase of the conference leaves 
the union’s position much as before. 

’The meeting appears to have been 
of one mind as to the economic need 
of all municipalities for relief and 
for the provindal government to take 
over a mudh larger prcHiortion of the 
cost of maintaining the schools. The 
only disagreement of any importance 
was over the terms of rechstribution 
of a burden which is fast becoming 
intolerable to those who pay prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

Some elements insisted that the 
province should assume the entire 
cost, establishing education as a state 
responsibility. In the end, however, 
by narrowly defeating a resolution to 
that effect the UBCM reaffirmed its 
belief in the Murison formula of a 
year ago which would transfer most 
of the load to the provincial treasury 
but leave enough of the cost of school, 
building on the municipalities to en-' 
courage local interest in education. 

Against the argument that local

regions would be unwilling to sur¬ 
render their jurisdiction it was stated 
emphatically that they have in fact 
nothlf« much to lose since the prov- 
ln(x has assumed virtually all the 
autonomy they once had. 'That is a 
contention which is pretty well un¬ 
answerable, loathe as the boards 
may be to admit it 

So for all the discussion at the 
convention—and ve^ tiiSfUl discus¬ 
sion it was—the union*! poaltion re¬ 
mains unchanged. It’s a safS wager 
that the government’s only response 
will be a formal acknowledgement of 
the submissions. 

Since the UBCM obviously is get¬ 
ting nowhere with solutions of its 
own devising, would It not bO wiser 
to press'the government to have the 
whole question of education finance 
submitted to independent and un¬ 
biased examination? There has not 
been such a study since the Cameron 
Commission reported 15 yeaib ago. 

Both the government and the 
union, representing the nuinicipal 
taxpayers, are too close to the prob¬ 
lem to see it clearly. It needs im¬ 
partial review. If an independent ex¬ 
amination of the curriculum by the 
Chant Commission is necessay, sure¬ 
ly one of the division of cost is more 
so.

John WUkina, then Warden of Wadham 
College, Oxford, and waa strongly In¬ 
fluenced by the idees of Sir, Franeii 
Bacon who had eerlJtr advocated the ax- 
pcrimental method of research—than a 
revolutionary idea. 

In his tercentenary address tht preai- 
deni of Uie Royal Society, Cyril Hin- 
ahelwood. referred to some of the com- 
piainU levelled at Uie early members of 
the society. Atheism, impiety, subversion, 
the encouragement of great expeni 
spirit in the pursOit of vain truths, and 
challenge' to the authority of the uni- 
versitiOT were some of tha objections 


raiaad to the new doctrine of free en¬ 
quiry. 

“Every anxiety, misgiving. criUdsm, 
or reserve voiced today haa been eeun^ 
tered by the ITth-century apologists," 
Ifir CyrU pointed out afi4 laMr La hk . 
speech, after referring te the dangers, un- 
ceiiaintlea, moral and aocial problems of 
oue ewn Iknaa, he eeM thet the teeh ef- 
tha men el science was'cleer. 

- "It is to go ahead undeterrad by any 
el the uncertalnCiee. Faith in science is 
not incompatible with or exclusive of any 
elher kind of faith. Indeed there would 
ioem to be no inconsistency in believing 
that sclenUfic knowledge is itself one of 
the great inatrumenu of higher ends. 
However that may be, duty, expedianey,

I T la not assy to be objective, even 
if one's temperament permita it 
If you go to tha arena to support the 
Cougars this winter, for in.stance, you 
wiU find it hard to cheer tha vialting 
teems. 

This ia entirriy natural but it haa 
ita drawbacka. Familiarity ia said to 
breed contempt but In fact it IS apt 
to breed instead a partisan. 

Sometimee the more you know 
ebout people and things the more you 
incUna in their favor. 

Bismark had this in mind when he 
said that frequenUy the ambassadors 
he sent abroad to serve hla govern¬ 
ment's interests would be found 
arguing the case for the foreign 
powers to their own government. 
Propinquity waa persuasive. 
Another instance ceme te light In 
the pubUcation of, prewar British 
sute documents; et one snd the same 
time the British ambassador to Japan 
was becking the Japaneee agslnst 
China, while his* counterpart In China 
was doing exactly the oppoeite. 


Thia human trait is not confined to 
the realms of high diplomacy, it may 
Infect anyone, even those in my pro¬ 
fession. A prominent American cor¬ 
respondent in London waa once fired 
because his dispatches were too sym¬ 
pathetic to BriUin. And yet. he wrote 
ruefully, he had been sent over to 
preaent the Britlah point of 'view. 

Apparently hla trouble waa that 
he got it too well. 

Ordinary folks find themselves in 
somewhat the same dilemma. One 
might even say that the person is 
blessed who has a one-track mind, for 
then he ia untroubled by suspition 
there can be another point of view to 
hia own. And this saves him sny men¬ 
tal worry. 

Yet paradoxically, the middleof- 
the road individual, the person who 
can tee both aidea of a subject, is 
commonly regarded as the ideal per¬ 
sonality — sane, ^well • balanced, 
rounded in Judgment. 

Compromiaa. when It ia not rooted 
limply in appeasement, is supposed to 
be a virtue. 

No doubt this is true but the re¬ 
sult cen be to find oneself Ui s dither 
of complexity. One could say of our 
own city fathers, on occeslon, that 
they see too many sidM of a prebiem 
to come to a positive decision. 

The dictum of Churchill, not to 
look unduly for dilficultiee—for these 
will preseht themaelvee—ia worth re¬ 
membering. 


Writers have to bew|re this Und- 
ency to look too fajr around a topic 
last they be immobilized. One cen be 
ao frozen with Ifs and butt as to-be 
unable to lift a pen. Remember that 
when next yeu reed a non fiction book 
with which yeu diaagreoi ’ 

The author ia making a case and 
he cannot afford to be too objective.

A good thing too, I suppose, eepe- 
deliy for pereons who essey of t 
morning to Intrude on cabbeges and 
kings. Lack of familiarity enables one 
to venture where angels, being better 
informed, would not tresd. 

But leoklng shaod to s bumper 
sesson for the Congafs- in hope^any- 
way—it would be a shame not to be 
biassed in their behalf.

Reports from Ottawa 


T he construction industry, espe¬ 
cially the housing sector, ia 
proving less responsive than formally 
to the on-again-off-again dictation of 
government economic planners. 

One bit of evidence is the failure 
of non-resident ial construction to take 
up as mueh of the slack caused by tha 
big .cutback in housing as the govern¬ 
ment had hoped. The net reult was 
reflectad in the ominous midsummer 
Incrcese in unemployment. 

Further evidence is the poor re- 
' aponae of builders to the govern¬ 
ment's offer of mortgage money for 
houses built thia» winter. Not more 
than 1.000 housing units have been 
added to the stockpile of winter work 
lor the housing induatry>-a stockpile 
that may, by the year's end, be leas 
than half as Jarge aa the end-of4999 
carry-over of unfinished bouses. 

Construction workers make up iO 
per cent of workers subject to see- 
•onal (mainly winter) layoff, ao the 
impUcetlona for the coming months 
Are deer. 

Hitherto the efforts of the gov¬ 
ernment to open or cloee the tap on 
housing activity have succeeded be¬ 
cause these efforts were pretty well 
in phase with general economic con¬ 
ditions. It was easy to curtail or ex¬ 
pand housing when there was strong 
buyer pressure for more housing, 
when money was scaroa, and when in¬ 
terest rates were rising. 

Now there is a substantial stock 
of unsold houses, indicating that in 
the cost range of these houses, or In 
the income brackets that can afford 
these houses, supply exceeds demand. 

The conditions under which the 
government is making additional 
mortgage money avaUbble are In¬ 
tended to prevent an increase in the 
number of unsold houses. A builder 
cannot get CMHC funds to build e 


house until the house hea been pre¬ 
sold, and the purchaser haa assumed 
the mortgage. In addition, the pur¬ 
chaser's inedme may not exceed the 
g7.00(>f7.600 bracket. 

While these conditions bar specu¬ 
lative building with govenunent 
funds, they cannot ereete effective 
demand where it does net exist The 
purchaser's income limit was rmlaed 
from SS.00(K95.600 to encourage de¬ 
mand, but this action has not tapped 
new demand In the quantity oxpocted. 
e it it 

On# raaaon may well bo recession 
psychology: a tear that it might not 
be wise at thia time to take the 
plunge into the debt represented by a 
mortgage. 

Another reason Is earUlnly the 
high 6% per cent interest rate on 
N.H.A. mortgages, and arguments 
why this rate should be reduced be¬ 
fore toA long. It’a ooaior to borrow 
money then It was even nine months 
aga The coat of money la no longer 
rising. Indeed, private mortgage in¬ 
terest ratci have dropped so they 
are only 14 of 1 per cent higher than 
N.H.A. rates. The prudent buyer may 
he tempted to wait in hope of get¬ 
ting a mortgage at 6 per cent or leas. 

. These facta are playing havoc 
with the government’s plan to use 
housing qs a prop under the economic 
sag. Moreover, to the extent that the 
municipal winter works incentive 
program merely sproadt an eight- 
months' work project or aet of pro¬ 
jects over 12 mopths, it la only a 
palliative. 

So the government Is being forced 
to decisions involving more basic 
tinkering with the economy than ia 
represented by turning on the hous¬ 
ing Up or subsidizing municipal 
works. There art tndicationa, includ¬ 
ing meant almost daily cabinet meet- 
Inga, that important deciaiona art in 
the making.

That Old Army Look

F ollowing a recent tv news 
broadcast that showed a group 
of Russian army officers observing 
some American air demonstrations, 
one of our gathering, an c^jc-aoldier 
himself, commented on the un- 
soldierly appearance of the Rusaians.

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It Pays to Take Pains 


By M. V. CMESNIT. HIH.K 

If you intend to plant some poly¬ 
anthus primroses this fail, it is well 
worthwhile to take some pains in 
preparing their flowering site. 

These lovely little plants actually 
need tw^) homes—a sunny, open site 
for winter and spring and right 
through to the end of their flowering 
period, and a shady, slightly moist 
■pot where they can spend the sum¬ 
mer recharging their batteries for 
the following year. For both sites. I 
like to dig in quite a lot of well 
rotted manure as much as two 
bucketsful per square yardi^mlxtng 
It thoroughly with the natural soil, 
then rake In |ialf a cupful of super¬ 
phosphate per square yard, 
e ♦ e 

The manure should be so well 
rotted as to be almo.st unrecognizable 
as such or, if this is not available, 
a good substitute is flaky leafnuHild 
with a little mild, slow-acting fertil¬ 
izer rgixed in. Bulb food or any fer¬ 
tilizer formulated for potatoes will 
work well, but anything of a forcing 
nature should be avoided. 

Houseplants which havA been 


plunged outdoors for the summer 
can come in now. Better ciean up the 
pots befbre you bring them In. for 
this Job can make an unholy mess if 
attempted indoors. Use a bucket of 
. warm soapy water and a stiff brush 
to remove all soil and grime from the 
outaides and bottoms of the pots, 
then scrape away the top layer of 
soil in the pots, being careful not to 
Injure any roots, and replace It with 
manure-enriched, sifted soil. 

it it it 

^ Earthworms are often a problem 
In potted hnu.septants and they will 
someitrnes make thetr Fhtry by way 
of the drainage hole in spite of any 
precautiona we may take, disclosing 
their presence later by wormcaats on 
the surface. Worms don’t damage the 
plant roots directly, but their sticky, 
wsty wormcasts can interfere with 
the drainage, and the worms are best 
evicted. 

About the easiest way to do this 
ta to set the pot In a pan of water aa 
hot as the hands can bear. This 
much heat won’t hurt the plant but 
will scare the living daylights out of 
the worm, which will come wriggling 


to the surface in a hurry. Pick him 
up and toss him out for the birds. 

If the condition of the skin on the 
maincrop potatoes shows they ai-e 
mature, there isn’t much point in 
leaving them in the ground any 
longer. Fall ralna could start the 
tubers into .second growth, nilning 
their storage quality, and there is 
always the danger of fall damage 
from slugs and wireworma. The test 
for maturity is simply to rtib the 
skin with the thumb. If it rubs off 
easily, the potatoes are still too. 
“new" to store well. 

♦ ★ ♦ 

Potatoes for storing should be 
handled with the same ,^pect you 
would accord applqs or pears, for 
bruises or fork wounds could set up 
rot disea.ses which might infect the 
whole store. Push the fork well under 
the plant and lever pp slowly to ex¬ 
pose some of the tubers—the re- 
mainder can then be combed out 
carefully with the tines of the fork. 
Make sure you get them all. for 
•Volunteer” plants from tubers left 
In the soil are a very common source 
of disease.

Too Tough for Shocks 


^ •TMstinctlve mark of thif new 
series wriU be shocking climaxes.

I’m reading 
here from an advertiaement to a new 
aeries called Checkmate. *rhe shock¬ 
ing climax—I don’t think I’m reveal¬ 
ing anything here ainoh the show ia 
now well past us—revolved around a 
horse stamping a woman to death. 

Fra afraid It didn’t earry much 
shock. Either I’m getting callous or 
It wasn't very well done. I rather 
suspect the latter. Shock la very 
large this year and. of course, with 
everyone getting into the act. It’s 
getting incrgpsingly harder to shock 
anyone. The idea will be not simply 
to kill people but to do it in some 
odd and interesting way. But with 
everybody getting Into the act. we’re 
fetting to be a tough audience.

Checkmate is a fundamenUlly 
ridiculous idea to start out with. 
Chedanate. Inc., is an organization 
dedicated to preventing murder and 
suicide or other forms of homicide 
and is composed of three men of en¬ 
tirely different physlognomie.s. back¬ 
grounds. temperamenU and even 
ages. The idea is for each to appeal 
to a different segment of the tele¬ 


vision audience — your 13-year-old 
daughter, your maiden aunt and 
maybe you. Head of Checkmate it 
Don Corey, playdl by Anthony 
George, who is the Bill Holden-type 
character sinned at titillating the 
middle:Aged woman (anyone ever 
K). HVs asslited by Jed Sills (Doug 
McClure), a beardless boy. a sort of 
blond Kookie who’s there to mollify 
the teen-age crowd.

Carl Hyatt (Sebastian Cabot), a 
bearded chara^r. who’ll slay your 
maiden aunt.

The trouble with this sort of slide- 
rule drama—or maybt coolgnook 
drama, a pinch of this, a pinch of 
that, la more apt—la that it’s hard to 
believe these three actors ever met 
before unless they have the same 
agent. It Just Isn’t plausible. I Just 
don’t think there Is such an outfit as 
Checkmate, Inc., designed to avert 
homicides. Why would they want to 
do that? It would put television out 
of business. 

The first episode opened with a 
long shot of a horae And horse¬ 
woman galloping over the country¬ 
side snd then coming right at the * 
camera. In other words, the direction 
was awfully noticeable. The actors 


would rise from their chairs, cross 
the room, turn around and then de¬ 
liver the line — awfully mannered. 
I’m not ordinarily bothered by little 
things but this show hss many 
things the matter With it. The Inter- 
iors Just seemed wrong for the kind 
of house being showit ’The plot tele¬ 
graphed itself well ahead of the way 
the authors planned It.

On the other side of the pic¬ 
ture, says Mr. Hughes, are the 
animals and birds to whom un¬ 


necessary suffering is caused 
"by these same irresponsible 
hunters." 

As examples he cited a deer 
shot 27 limes before it finally 
died, and a bear shot with a 
target arrow which was finally 
tracked down gnd put out of its 
misery hours later. 

"All responsible people," Mr. 


Hughes went on, "including 
magistrates, police officers, 
game department officials, fish 
and gun club officers, are fully 
aware of this problem. 

"I realize, of course, that as 
long as there is shooting there 
will be accidents, but surely 
steps can be taken to reduce 
their number and make it more 


difficult for some of the more 
irresponsible people to obtain 
shooting licences.. 

"Surely a test could easily 
be instituted which could de¬ 
termine whether the person 
concerned was at least com; 
petent to handle a gun safely', 
and possessed adequate eye¬ 
sight 


"The mechanics of such a test 
could easily be handled by the 
fish and game clubs, with funds 
. made available by the depart¬ 
ment of recreation and conser¬ 
vation. 

"At present there is nothing 
to stop a man incapable of see¬ 
ing more than a few feet, and 
without any knowledge of 


game, game laws or safety 
precautions, from obtaining a 
licence which may result in the 
death of some perfectly in¬ 
nocent person. 

"We do not allow such in¬ 
competent people to drive 
motor vehicles. Why do wa 
allow firearms to be used so 
recklessly?"

Eisenhower Appeal 


‘Calm Voices’ Needed 
To Check Red Attack 


NEW YORK (AP)-Preal- 
dent Eiaenhower appealed 
Monday for “cahn vokset” to 
help check renewed attacks by 
Russia and her alliea against 
UN leadership. 

At 'the same thne, Elsen¬ 
hower strongly backed Secre¬ 
tary-General Dag Hammar¬ 
skjold against Soviet Premier 
Khruahehev’a drive to fire 
him and reVamp tha interna¬ 
tional peace agency. 

The preaMent, topping off a 
busy day. Bought support from 
India’s Priina Minister Nehru 


and President Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic. 

He met for one hour rrith 
each of the two neutralist 
leaders. 

Eisenhower joined Nehru In 
pledging to preas ahead toward 
world disannament as the 
surest way to ease dangerous 
East-West tensions. 

To Nasser. Eisenhower out¬ 
lined the reasons he firmly 
opposes Khrushchev’s cam¬ 
paign to replace Hammar¬ 
skjold. 

Nasser said the talk was 
friendly and helped strengthen 
relations,. 


said Monday Russia la willing 
to resume disarmament talks 
- as long as they deal with 
total disarmament, rather than 
just the conrol of weapons. 

Khrushchev told a co-exia> 
tence luncheon sponsored by 
Cleveland Industrie Hat Cyrus 
Eaton, that complete dlsarma* 
ment without reservation was 
“one of the major goals of my 
life.” 

NEW SUGGESTION 

Khrushchev suggested at 
the Biltmore Hotel affair that 
the world’s businessmen, jour¬ 
nalists and lawyers draw up 
disarmament agreements and 
submit them to their govern¬ 
ments. 

“I would be willing to par¬ 
ticipate if afiproached aa 
premier to hear them out and 
also voice my opinion.’* ha 
said. 

The industrialists and busi¬ 
nessmen applauded when 
Klirushchev said, “many of tha 
world’s problems would settle 
themselves If we were seeing 
eye to eye and working to- 
gather.** 

NO CONVEBRION 

There was laughter when ho 
told the guests he had no plans 
to convert Eaton to commu¬ 
nism and Eaton never tried to 
make him a capitaliat 

The premier was sneaked 
into the hotel through a side 
door while Eaton’s private se¬ 
curity men patrolled the hotel 
corridor. Rusaian and U.S. se¬ 
cret service agents peered 
from behind the potted feme 
in the huge ballroom. 

Eaton, in a speech, called for 
repeal of government restrict 
tions on trade with the Soviet 
Union. He also said he “hoped 
and believed” the time it near 
when the United States.

Last Thursday, tha Stewart 
anchored about two milea to 
leeward of the southernmost 
island of the Charlottes and 
one of her launches put off 
with dories in tow to carry 
eat survey work. 

The launches carry approved 
nfejackets for all aboai^ but 
It was stated yesterday that 
their use al any tim# was 
det e r mi ned by tha senior In 
charge, by circumstancaa m 
even by tha Individiial crew- 
then. 

WATIOE ABOARD 

First dory, in charge of 
chief hydroipnpher Ralph 
WiUs. aat out for the Island’s 
Shores with coxswain dava 
Watne, 26, and Robart Let, 18, 
ef Uclnelct. aboard. 

. They were ahnoat ashora 
when Mr. Wills noticed heavy 
seat buikUng up and decidad 
to bead back for tha launch.

A plen for more rigid control 
of hunting licences has been 
made by T. 1. Hughes, execu¬ 
tive aecreUry. SPCA, at the 
opening of what he refers to as 
the “silly season/* 

“Already.** he says, **we have 
had a report of a man being 
killed in mistake for a bear; 


of a young boy sh 9 t in the le|[ 
by his companion; of a bullM 
smashing through the rear win* 
dow of a magistrate'# car—and 
this before the season has 
begun on the coast.” 

On the other side of the pic¬ 
ture, says Mr. Hughes, are the 
animals and birds to whom un¬ 


necessary suffering is caused 
“by these same irresponsible 
hunters.” 

As examples he cited a deer 
shot 27 times before it finally 
died, and a bear shot with a 
target arrow which was finally 
tiacked down and put out of its 
misery hours later. 

“All responsible people.” Mr. 


Hughes went on, “Including 
magistrates, police officers, 
game department officials, fish 
and gun club officers, are fully 
aware of this problem. 

“I realize, of course, that as 
long as thei*e is shooting there 
will be accidents, but surely 
steps can be taken to reduce 
their number and make it more 


difficult for some of the more 
Irresponsible people to obtain 
shooting licences. 

“Surely a test could easily 
be instituted which could de¬ 
termine whether the person 
concerned was at least com¬ 
petent to handle a gup safely, 
and possessed adequate eye¬ 
sight. 


“The mechanics of such a test 
could easily be handled by the 
fish and game clubs, with funds 
made available by the depart¬ 
ment of recreation and conser¬ 
vation. 

“At present, there is nothing 
to stop a man incapable of see¬ 
ing more than a few feet, and 
without any knowledge of 


game, game laws or safety 
precautions, from obtaining a 
lii'ence which may result in the 
death of some perfectly in¬ 
nocent person. 

“We do not allow such In¬ 
competent people to drive 
motor vehicles. Why do we 
allow firearms to be used so 
recklessly?”
